PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  whole  district  lies  above  the  chalk  which  varies  from 
about  200  to  500  feet  in  depth.  In  prehistoric  times  the  water 
from  the  high  mountains  on  the  south  side  cut  a series  of  valleys 
running  roughly  south  and  north  through  the  chalk,  depositing 
sand  and  gravel  at  the’  bottom  of  the  valleys  and  carrying  on 
the  lighter  debris  to  form  deep  layers  of  brick,  earth  and  alluvium 
in  the  parishes  on  the  north  side  of  the  area.  On  thei  higher 
ground  between  this  series  of  valleys  the  chalk  is  on  the  surface 
and  the  water  level  two  or  three  hundred  feet  below  the  surface. 
In  the  north  side  of  the  district  there  are  many  springs  at  the 
ground  level  which  run  away  through  the  marshes  to  the  Swale. 

Boughton  hill  consists  of  London  mud  and  below  the  hill 
on  the  west  side  are  deposits  of  sand  and  gravel — Woolwich  beds. 

In  Teynham  tliere  is  from  10  to  20  feet  of  brick  earth  above 
the  chalk  which  is  practically^  impermeable  to  water. 

Sanitai’y  measures  must  vary  much  in  accordance^  with  the 
different  physical  characters  of  the  area.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  area  is  mostly  agricultural,  or  dependent  on  agriculture, 
hops,  fruit  and  cere.als  being  the  chieif  crops.  Near  the  Swale 
brickmahing  is  the  chiet  industry,  and,  the  bricks  being  carried 
by  water  there  is  a certain  percentage  ot  seaifaring  population  in 
Teynham,  Care  and  the  neighbourhood  of  Faversham  Creek. 

There  are  no  unhealthy  occupations  calling  for  speeial  men- 
tion.

— During  the  jeav  there  were  2(^  births,  134  males 
and  129  females.  Birthrale  18.3  per  thousand  per  annum.

1,000'  per  annum. 

Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age. — Legitimate  18, 
Illegitimate  5.  Death-rate  per  1,000  births  per  annum  87.4. 

There  were,  no  dea.th.s  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  during  the 
year  and  there  was  no  case  of  puerperal  fewer. 

There  were  22  deaths  from  Cancer  compared  with  19  in 
1924,  but  the  de.aths  from  Tuberculosis  were  only  10  compa.red 
with  18  in  1924. 

The  causes  of  death  in  children  under  1 year  of  age'  were 
as  follows:. — Congenital  Malformation  1,  Premature  Birth  6,  Con- 
genital Malfo'rmatio'n  or  Debility  3,  Tubercular  Meningitis  1, 
Bronchitis  3,  Measles  2,  Whooping  Cough  1,  Influenza  1,  Ap- 
pendicitis 1,  Marasimus  1,  Convulsions  1,  Heemorrhage  frO'm  cord 
1,  Spina  Bifida  1. 

Of  the  26  illegitimate  births  it  is  to  be  noted  that  15  were 
in  the  parish  of  Doddingto'n  in  a home  which  takes  unmarried 
mothers  from  outside  the  District. 

Poor  Law  Outdoor  Relief  in  the  year  1925  was  £2,861  4s.  lid. 
This  included  £301  Is.  lid.  for  tuberculous  cases.  In  a.ddition 
to  this  the  sum  of  £689  2s.  9d.  was  paid  by  the  Guardians  for 
Rural  tuberculous  ca.ses  sent  by  them  to  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria 
plus  £4  12s.  9d.,  the  cost  of  removing  and  returning  cases. 


HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  BY  THE  RURAL  DISTRICT 
COUNCIL. 

Beacon  Hill  Infectious  Hospital  which  contains  36  beds. 
Four  diseases  can  be  trea.ted  concurre.ntl3^  and  separa.tely.  Small- 
pox cases  a.re  sent  to  the  Urban  District  Hos-pital  .at  Luddenham 
by  an  arrangement  with  the  Town  Authorities  in  exchange  for 
which  the  Rural  Council  agrees  to  take  Urban  cases  'of  oe.rebro- 
spinal  fever. 

The  Urban  Infectious  Hospital  is  in  the  area  and  in  the 
event  of  either  hospital  being  full  the.  two  Councils  reciprocally 
help  on©  another. 

There  are  no  olher  hospitals  in  the  area. 

The  R.D.C.  has  no  hospital  provision  for  unmarried  mothers, 
illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children. 
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INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED 
MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  AND 
HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

Tlie  only  institution  for  these'  is  the  Guanlians’  Institution 
in  this  district. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  Infectious  (hises. — A horse  ambulance  is  kept  at  Bea- 
con Hill  Hospital  and  horses  are  hired  as  required. 

(b)  For  Non-inf ectious  and  Accident  Cases. — A joint  ambulance 
n conjunction  with  the  Faversham  Town  Council  is  kept. 
Itemovals  are  voluntarily  carried  out  by  the  Railway  Divi- 
sion of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  in  Faversham. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

A School  Clinic  is  held  by  the  Health  Visitor  under  the  Kent 
County  Council  three  times  a week  at  Davington  Schools. 

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  IN  1925. 

The  following  notifications  were  received  during  the  year:  — 
Diphtheria  7,  of  which  6 proved  negative  in  two  bateriological 
examinations  in  hosj)ital.  Scarlet  fever  8,  of  which  2 proved 
negative  through  total  absence  of  desquamation  in  hospital.  Pneu- 
monia 4.  Continued  fever  1.  Erysipelas  2.  Ophthalmic 
Neonatorum  1.  Total  23. 

This  is  much  the  lowest  total  of  Infectious  diseasesi  notified 
since  the  Act  came  into  force. 

The  one’  positive  Diphtheria  was  a boy  in  a hop-picker’s  hut 
w’ho  drank  water  from  a filthy  pond.  It  was  notified  in  Septem- 
ber and  was  thei  first  case;  of  Diphtheria  in  the  district  since 
September.  1924.  The  boy  was  a very  malignant  case  and 
had  been  ill  5 davs.  He  died  the  day  he.  was  admitted  to  Beiacon 
Hill. 

Four  cases  Oif  Scarlet  Fevei*  came  from  isolated  villa.ges  with 
no  history  of  contacts.  Three  in  one  ftunily  came  from  Graveney, 
one  of  whom  was  not  notified. 

One  case  of  Eiysipelas  was  a visitor. 

To  Beaoon  Hill  Hospital  were  admitted  all  the  7 Diphtheria 
notified,  8 Scarlet  Fever  (one  not  notified),  1 Erysipelas,  1 
Measles  (a  firs,  case  from  a hop  garden) . Total  17. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

On  receiving  notice  at  Beacon  Bill  Hospital  for  the  admission 
of  a diphtheria  case  the  Assistant  Matron  goes  with  the  ambulance 
and  gives  4,000  units  of  antitoxin  on  arrival  at  the  patient’s  house 
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as  a routine  and  swabs  the  contacts  in  the  house  for  examination 
by  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  Medical  Officer  decides  after 
admission  wdiat  further  doses  of  antitoxin  shall  be  given,  but 
all  cases  have  a total  of  8,000  at  least. 

Antitoxin  is  supplied  to  any  practitioner  requiring  it  through 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

No  case  is  discharged  from  Beacon  Hill  Hos])ital  until  two 
negatives  with  an  interval  of  one  week  are  found.  The  swabs 
taken  are  all  post  nasal  or  nasal  and  tonsillar. 

No  application  of  the  Schick  and  Dick  tests  have  been  made 
in  the  District  to  the  knowdedge  of  the'  M.O.H. 

There  was  no  School  closure'  in  the  District  from  Infeotious 
Diseases  during  the  year. 

BEACON  HILL  HOSPITAL. 

The,  Matron  (Missi  Basan),  the  x\ssiistant  Maftron  (Missf 
Kibbey)  and  the  staff  have  carried  on  the  work  of  thC'  hospital 
most  tho’roughly  and  well. 

The  hospital  is  well  equipped  and  very  satisfactory.

The  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  Epidemics  in  the  above 
table  were  school  outbreaks. 

The  Outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  at  Selling  School  were  in  1921, 
1923,  and  1924,  and  on  each  occasion  the  M.O.H.  with  the 
assistance  of  the  County  M.O.  swabbed  every  child  in  the  School 
and  O'n  two  occasions  visited  all  absentees  and  swabbed  them, 
finding  72  positives.  On  the  first  occasion  all  positives  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  and  kept  till  two  negatives  7 days  apart 
were  found. 

In  the  last  epidemic  the  same  routine  was  carried  out  but 
the  positive  contacts  were  kept  at  home  and  evei’y  case'  was 
treated  with  a sprav  daily  in  a hop-picker’s  hut  by  Dr.  Ke'nnedy, 
of  Bough  ton,  till  it  was  negative.  School  closure  was  resorted  to. 

Scarlet  Fever. — In  School  outbreaks  the  M.O.H.  visits  the 
School  frequently  and  inspects  the  hands  of  every  child.  On 
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several  occasions'  in  the  past  few  years  peeling  children  have  been 
found  attending  school  and  by  this  method  of  investigation  several 
e])idemics  have  been  stopped. 

Yaccinations  under  the  Public  Health  (small  poix  prevention) 
Regulations,  1917,  done  by  the  M.O.H.  Nil. 

Verminous  Persons  can  be  treated  best  at  the  Guardians  In- 
stitution. 'Those  eases  sent  have  been  very  effectively  treated. 

Influenza. — The  distribution  of  leaflets  pro'vid'ed  by  the  K.C.C'. 
and  the  free  use  of  Eucalyptus  Oil  as  a preventive  measure  have 
been  the  chief  means  of  trying  to  arrest  the  epidemics  but  no 
si)ecial  enquiiy'  has  been  undertalven  in  connection  with  it. 

Mortality  from  Influenza  in  the  past  5 years : — 1921,  4 deaths  ; 
192*2,  record  missing;  1928,  Oq  1924,  6;  1925,  3. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

No  tuberculous  employees  were  found  in  the  milk  trade. 
Thc/re  were  no  conipulsoiy  removals  to  Hospital. 

Following  m}^  Special  Report  on  Tuberculosis  in  the  Diistricts 
))resented  in  1924,  great  efforts  have  been  made  during  the  past 
year  to  get  the  IMinistiy  of  Health  and  the  County  Council  to 
sanction  a snrall  sanatorium  for  this  district  at  Beacon  Hill  but 
without  avail. 

I have  visited  thei  hornes  of  all  those'  who'  werei  on  the 
Register  in  January,  1925,  and  also  of  all  those  notified  during 
the  year. 

The  follovdng  is  a statement  of  the  particulars  appearing  in 
my  register  on  l^ecember  31st,  1925:  —

is  an  inciv.aso  of  7 cases  since  laso  year. 

Six  non-notified  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were  registered  in 
the  year.

MIDWIYES. 

There  are  fve  trained  and  one  untrained  residing  and  prac- 
t'sing  in  the  Dhtrict.  There  are  also  midwives  in  the  Urban 
Distnet  of  Faversham  who  practice  in  the  Rural  Parishes,  par- 
ticularly those  adjacent  to  the  town. 
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The  Midwives’  Act  is  administered  by  the  Kent  County 
Council. 

Village  Nursing  Associations  are  badly  wanted  in  Boughton 
and  Selling,  and  Badlesmere,  Davington,  Care  and  North 
P res  ton  W i th  out . 

The  advantage's  gained  by  the  populations  from  these  Village 
Nurses  are  beyond  words.

Thei  Guardians  subscribe  to  the  Local  Nursing  Assoiciations. 

In  the  event  of  epidemics  the  E.D.C.  on  the  recoinmendation 
of  the  M.O.H.  has  provided  trained  nurses  temporarily,  and  the 
Guardians  in  other  forms  of  urgency  have  done^  the  same. 

Beyond  thei  above-mentioned  Nurses  no  special  nursing  is 
provided  for  cases  of  measles. 

CHEMICAL  WORK. 

This  has  been  confined  to*  seven  water  analyses  and  has 
proved  very  valuable.  It  is  done  at  the  K.C.C.  Laboratory.

I am  glad  to  report  that  in  September,  1925,  the  New  Bye- 
laws, which  cover  the  whole  district,  made  by  the  R.D.C.  in 
respect  to  New  Buildings  and  certain  matters  in  conncctio'n  with 
buildings  camei  into  force. 
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^reat  Eegulatio.ns,  1924,  came  into  force  on  April  ls4. 

New  llyelaws  for  Slaughterhouses  were,  passed  by  thei  Coun- 
cil on  Februar^^  4th. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. — The  wa.ter  sup])ly  to  tlie  District  is  mostly  by  mains 
or  wells  in  the  chalk.  A few  houses  in  the  upland  districts  are 
supplied  by  rain  ^^■clter  tanks  and  a few  in  the  lower  le.vels  direct 
from  springs  and  streams. 

The  folloi\A'ing  ]nxrishes  have  mains  from  the  Mid-Kent  Water 
Com  pan}’  running  through  them  and  supplying  them  with  a con- 
stant siu’'ply: — Doddington,  Eastling,  Lynsted,  Newnham, 
Norton,  Ospringe,  Stalisfield,  and  Teynham. 

Faversham  Water  Company  Mains  (constant  supply)  supply 
Da\nngton,  Faversham  Without,  North  Preston,  Ospringe,  South 
Preston  and  Oare. 

Boughton  Waterworks  (constant  supply)  of  the  Kural  Dis- 
trict Councils  supply  Boughton,  part  of  Dunkirk  and  Hernhill 
(by  cart) . 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  16  parishes  out  of  26  are 
partly  supplied  by  mains. 

The  table  of  Housing  Particulars  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Peport  appended  give  full  particulars  of  the  proportionate  sources 
of  supply  in  each  parish. 

A proposal  for  a main  water  supply  to  Goodnestone  and 
Graveney  had  to  be  turned  down  by  the  E.D.C.  owing  to  the  cost. 

The  extension  of  the  Boughton  mains  and  the  formation  of 
a reservoir  at  the  top  of  Boughton  Hill  will  now  allow  mains 
to  be  carried  to  the  parishes  of  Boughton,  Dunkirk  and  Heimhill 
vdien  deemed  advisable.  The  shortage  of  water  in  Boughton 
well  of  supnly  has  delayed  this  possibility,  but  there  is  now  plenty 
of.  water  in  the  well  and  it  would  be  very  beneficial  to  extend 
the  mains.  Expense  is  at  present  the  main  objection. 

The  parish  of  Selling  would  be  much  benefited  by  a public 
supply.  The  well  supplying  Selling  School  has  now  improved 
in  quality  and  in  my  opinion  is  satisfactory  without  the  necessity 
of  boiling  it  first. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  are  no  rivers  in  the  District.  A stream  running  be- 
hind Boughton  Village  on  the  south  sidei  takes  the  Boughton 
sewage  north  to  the  Swale.  On  two  occasions  infectious  disease 
has  been  traced,  to  children  playing  by  this  stream  and  drinking 
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the  water.  Notices  have  been  prominently  displayed  warning 
the  public  and  particularly  the  hop-pickers  that  thei  water  is  con- 
taminated by  sewage. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Bo'Ughton  has  a sewage  scheme  which  works  satisfactorily. 

The-  drainage'  and  sanitary  conditions'  of  Ospringe  havC'  im- 
proved since  all  the  delayed  remedying  of  nuisances  which  were 
held  up  by  the  hope  of  a.  drainage  scheme  have  been  attended  to. 

Teynham  and  Lynsted  Sewerage  Scheme  has  been  approved 
by  the  Council  and  is  awaiting  the  enquiry  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  In  the  meantimei  the-  emptying  of  cesspools  continues  to 
be  carried  out  by  the  E.D.C.  The  Housing  Particulars  table 
appended  shows  the  proportion  of  houses  with  water  and  earth 
closets  and  privies  in  each  parish. 

Theire  still  remains  480  privies  in  thei  District.  Until  these 
are  abolished  the  district  will  never  be  free  from  snoradic  cases 
of  scarlet  fever. 

The  New  Bye-laws  for  the  whole  district  which  require  that 
in  building  privies  “ the  botto'm  of  tlie  receptacle-  shall  be  at 
least  three  in'ches  above  the  surface  of  the  adjoining  ground 
will,  I hope,  effectually  prevent  any  fresh  privies  being  made. 
They  are  most  dangerous  breeding  grounds  for  flies. 

SCAVENGING. 

Teynham  and  Lynsted. — The  E.D.C.  re-moves  house  refuse 
effectually. 

The  adequate  emptying  of  cesspools  in  wet  weather  is  im- 
possible and  the  draiinage  scheme'  is  urgently  wanted. 

No-rth  Preston. — The  removal  of  house  refuse  at  the  Brents 
gives  rise  to  some  complaints  and  requires  careful  watching. 

No  other  scavenging  on  a large  scale  is  carried  out  in  the 
District,  the  refuse  both  from  the  house  and  earth  closet  buried  in 
the  gardens  but  very  often  it  is  throiwn  in  heaps  forming  breeding 
ground  for  flies,  a form  of  nuisance  which  frequently  has  to 
be  remedied. 

The  Sanitary  Conditions  and  Water  Supply  of  the  Schools 

are  on  the-  whole  adequate  and  satisfactory  and  are  much  im- 
|)roived  in  recent'  years. 


HOP-PICKING. 

The  weather  was  fine  and  the  health  of  the  pickers  generally 
good.  More  tubs  for  refuse  are  supplied  than  before. 
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The  Sanitan*  SurveyoT’s  reports  to  me  as  follows  : — 

Dear  Sir, 

I beg  to  report  upon  my  visits  of  Inspection  to  the  2,537 
huts  in  this  district,  of  which  2,200  were  'occupied  by  the  Hop 
Pickers  during  the  past  season  (1925)  together  with  20'  Bell  Tents. 

32  new  liuts  have  been  erecte'd  to  replace  old  and  defective 
ones.  In  July  last  I sent  out  my  usual  circular  letter  to  all 
hop  growers  in  the  district,  requesting  the  cleansing  and  repairs 
of  all  huts,  and  giving  instructio'ns  to  be  O'bserved  during  the 
hoj)  picking  season.  In  August  I sent  out  printed  Notices  to 
be  ])oded  u]:)  on  all  Huts  and  Latrines,  giving  full  instructionis  to 
all  hut  dwellers,  for  keeping  the  Huts,  Latrines  and  surroundings 
in  a bettei’  condition. 

In  most  cases  I found  these  Notices  were  postc'd  up  by  the 
time  the  pickers  arrived,  and  on  many  of  the  Farms  an  attempt 
was  made  to  carry  out  the  instructio'ns.  Tubs,  bo'xes,  or  drums, 
were  placed  near  the  Huts  to  receive  the  Food  and  Vegetable 
waste,  and  were  emptied  periodically,  and  the  Latrines  cleiansed. 
(In  many  of  the  Farms  a man  was  set  apart  to  attend  to  the 
scavenging  and  cleansing  work,  and  when  this  becomes  a general 
practice  on  every  Farm  we'  may  look  for  great  impr'O'vement,  and 
the  Hut  dwellers  will,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  see  the  nc'cessity 
of  doing  their  part  to  keep  Huts  and  surro'undiings  in  a bett'Cr 
s an  it  ary  c ond  iti  ons . 

The  water  supply  provided  for  drinking  and  general  use, 
was  fairly  go'od. 

Since  the  ho'p  picking  S'eason,  I have^  fo'und  nine  or  ten 
families  in  various  parts  of  the  district  still  occupying  huts  during 
the  winter  months,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  houses. 

These  families  have  the  advantage  of  occupying  mo're  than 
one  hut,  for  their  use,  and  until  there  are  more  ho'uses  in  the 
district  I am  afraid  this  state:  of  things  will  continue.

GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS  IN  THE  AREA 

on  the  whole  are  fairly  good  but  there  is  S'till  a considerable  short- 
age. 

The  census  returns  quoted  show  the  deficiency  and  until 
houses  for  the  working  classes  can  be  built  to  let  at  an  eco'nomic 
rent  I fear  there  will  be  little  impro'vement. 
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-Speicial  measures  taken  to  build  bouses  were  the  acquisition 
of  land  in  several  parishes  and  the  preparation  of  plans  and 
specifications  and  advertisements  for  contracts,  but  it  all  fell 
through  and  the  land  where  purchased  returned  to  its  previous 
owners. 

Overcrowding  still  exists  and  nothing  has  at  present  been 
done  in  the  area  to  diminish  it. 

Fitness  of  Houses  (see  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  appended) . 
On  the  whole  very  fair.  The  main  defect  is  damp  walls  and 
general  dilapidations.  It  is  difficult  to  remedy  some  of  these 
cases  owing  to  the  impossiibility  of  correcting  them  wFilst  the 
tenants  are  inhaibiting  them.  There  are  several  houses  in  the 
area  which  I have  condemned  and  for  which  closing  orders  have 
been  made  but  the  tenants  cannot  be  turned  into  the  street  and 
there  is  no  other  accommodation  for  them  except  the  Guardians’ 
Institute. 

Some  owners  are  unable  to  remedy  defects  owing  to  their 
lack  of  money  and  in  one  case  the  Council  has  had  the  work  done. 

UNHEALTHY  AREAS. 

Complaints  and  representations  of  these  are  practically  nil. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

See  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Repoid. 

(1)  No  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  tuberculous  milk. 
A large  amount  of  tuberculous  meat  has  been  destroyed. 

(2)  No  special  designation  licences  have  been  issued. 

(8)  There!  have  been  no  refusals  or  revocations  of  Eegistra- 
tions  or  licences. 

(4)  There  have  been  no  bacteriological  examinations  of 
samples  of  milk  by  the  Council’s  officers,  but  the  Police  have 
taken  samples  for  analysis. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

No  cases  have  been  reported. 

SALE  OF  FOODS  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

The  Authority  has  taken  no  action.  The  Police  and  the 
Kent  Insurance  Committee  have  both  taken  samples  but  the  re- 
sults have  beien  satisfactory.  I have  heard  of  no  prosecution 
under  this  heading. 

THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  is  appended 
and  I sliould  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  thorough 
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way  in  which  his  work  is  done  and  his  tact  in  dealing  with  many 
difficult  cases.

I have  much  pleasure  in  preisenting  to  you  my  Annual  Eeport 
for  the  year  ending  December  31.st,  1925. 

During  the  year  1.551  inspections  and  re-visits  have  been 
made'  and  work  carried  out  affecting  some  248  houses  and  p re- 
in ises. 


OFFICE  WORK. 

During  the  year  it  has  only  been  found  necessary  to  serve 
two  Statutory  Notices  and  98  written  informal  Notices. 

In  a.  large  number  of  cases  I have  seen  the  Owners  personally 
as  I find  this  method  most  successful  in  dealing  with  the  remedy- 
ing of  nuisances  and  defects.  If  pointed  out  to'  them  in  a proper 
manner  most  Owners  ai’c  willing  to  put  their  properties  into  a 
reasonable  state  of  repair.  Since  the  War  it  has  been  very 
difficult  for  Owners,  especially  small  Owners,  to  do  all  the  neces- 
sary repairs,  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  labour  and  material 
which  has  risen  out  of  all  propo'rtion  to  the  increase  of  rent  that 
is  allowed  under  the  Rent  Restriction  Act. 

87  letters  have  been  sent,  36  written  comp-aints  received 
and  8 Schciol  Notices  (Infectious  Disease)  sent  out. 

GENERAL  HOUSE  REPAIRS. 

During  the  year  123  defects  under  this  heading  have  been 
attended  tc.  There  are  still  several  old  and  dilapidated  houses 
in  the  dist]  ict  which  in  my  opinion  should  be  closed  and  pulled 
down,  but  owing  to  the  inability  of  the  tenants  to  find  Oither 
accommodation  it  is  impossible  to  deal  with  these  ]'>remises.  This 
point  is  also  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  there'  ai'(v  several  Hop- 
pickers  huts  being  used  as  habitations  all  the'  year  round  owing 
to  the  short  age  of  'houses  let  at  an  economic  rent.  This  difficulty 
will  gradually  diminish  as  new  cottages  are  erected. 
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DRAINS  AND  CESSPOOLS. 

Under  this  heading  169  defeots  haive  been  remedied  during  the 
year. 

The  nuisances  at  Teynham  and  Lynsted,  that  I mentioned 
in  my  la.st  annual  report  have  continued  to-  increase,  in  an  alarm- 
ing nianner,  it  is  no  uncommon  thing  to  find  back  yards  of  houses 
flooded  with  sewage  for  days  owing  to  the  inability  of 
the  Council’s  workmen  to  deal  with  the  cesspool  emptying. 
The  Council  have,  during  the  year,  been  convinced  that  the  only 
effectual  remedy  for  this  state  of  things  is  for  the  more  thickly 
]>opulatcd  portions  of  the  two'  Parishes  tO'  be  sewered  and  they 
have  now  put  this  matter  in  hand,  but  it  does  not  appear 
likely  that  the  actual  work  will  be  commenced  before  the  summer 
of  this  year. 

The  one  insanitary  condition  at  Ospringe  that  was  outstand- 
ing last  year  and  which  was  the  subject  of  a special  report  by 
a Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  has  now  been  remedied 
the  Council  doing  the  work  themselves. 

CLOSETS. 

81  defects  under  this  heading  have  been  remedied  during  the 
year,  including  22  privy  conversions. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  number  of  matters  dealt  with  under  this  heading  is  30'. 

The  water  from  the  well  at  the  “ White  Lion  ” Inn,  Selling, 
has  again  been  analysed  and  an  improvement  is  shown  by  the 
re]oort,  and  the  water  may  now  be  used  for  drinking  purposes 
without  first  being  boiled.  This  is  gratifying  as  the  Selling 
School  draw  their  water  from  this  source  and  as  they  have  just 
started  a canteen  the'  Managers  must  be  pleased. 

The  Mid-Kent  Water  Co.  have  recently  extended  their  mains 
from  Eastling  to  Painters  Forstal,  also'  from  the'  top  of  Charing 
hill  through  Stalisfield  to  connect  with  their  existing  mains  at 
Kastling.  Thesei  extensions  are  a great  improvement  to  the 
districts  conceiued,  especially  Stalisfield  where  therei  has  always 
been  a great  shortage. 

WATER  ANALYSIS. 

During  the  year  7 samples  of  water  have  been  submitte'd  to 
the  County  Analyst  for  analysis. 

1.  — One  from  Crowborough  Villas,  Teynham,  which  proved 
to  be  only  fair,  the  water  has  since  been  laid  on  to  this  property. 

2.  — One  fi'om  Davey’s  Cottages,  Preston,  this  was  very  gO'O'd 
but  had  an  odour  and  should  be  boiled  before  use  for  drinking 
purposes,  the  Owner  and  Occupiers  were  notified. 
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3.  — One  from  Badlesmere  Court,  this  proved  to  be^  good. 

4.  — One  from  the  cottages  next  to  the  “ Chequers  ” Inn, 
Doddington,  this  was  isatisfactory. 

5.  — One  from  13 — 18,  Waller’s  Row,  Faversham,  W.  This 
sample  was  excellent. 

6.  — One  from  1 — 6,  Waller’s  Row,  Faversham,  W.  This 
was  fair  and  suggested  that  surface  water  found  its  way  into  the 
well,  the  top  of  well  has  since  been  paved  with  cement. 

7.  — One  from  “ The  White'  Lion,”  Selling.  Verv  fair. 

WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  81  registered  workshops  in  the  district,  including 
12  Bakehouses,  all  of  which  have  been  visited  during  the  year. 

Two  defects  have  been  remedied  in  these  premises.

Slaughter-house  Bye-laws  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council 
for  the  whole  of  their  District  during  the  year.  The  Slaughter- 
houses are  all  in  a reasonable  state  of  repair  and  are  kept  in  a 
fairly  clean  state.  One  new  slaughter-house  has  been  erected 
and  one  has  been  repaved'  and  .walls  cemented  and  the  lairs 
put  in  order. 

Owing  to  the  ” Meat  Regulations,  1924,”  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  make  several  alterations  to  Slaughter-houses.  In  one' 
case  the  copper  was  removed  outside  as  the  household  washing 
was  done  in  this  copper.  In  4 cases  a separate  room  had  to  be 
constructed  for  sausage  making  and  in  one  case  the  Slaughter- 
house had  to  be  })artitioned  off  from  a store. 

Ten  Butchers  have  attempted  to  make  their  shops  Fly  and 
Dust  proof  b}^  windows,  etc.,  and  in  most  cases  where  care  and  a 
little  good  judgment  is  used,  with  very  beneffcial  results,  which  de- 
pend largely  O'n  the  human  element. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  new  ” Meat  Regulatio'ns,  1924,”  came  into  force  on  1st 
April,  and  they  constitute  a verv  marked  advance  in  Meat  In- 
spection and  make  it  appear  as  if  the  Govemment  are  making 
a serious  attempt  to  obtain  a more  uniform  system  throughout 
the  country. 

Before  the  Regulations  came  into  force  a co'mbined  meeting 
of  the  Butchers  in  the  Borough  and  Rural  District  was  convened 
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with  a view  to  ox])laining  the  Regulations  and  arriving  at  amic- 
able arrangements  between  the  Councils  and  the  Butchers  for 
the  carrying  out  of  the  Regulations,  the  Rural  Butcheris  were 
u'ell  represented  and  the  meeting  was  a great  success. 

After  administering  the  Regulations  for  nine  months  I should 
like  to  i^ut  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  way  in  which  the 
Rutchers  have  endeavoured  to‘  carry  out  their  very  difficult 
obligations  which  has  been  a great  help  to  me  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties  under  the  Regulations.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
new  s^’stem  is  a very  great  improvement  on  that  which  obtained 
prior  to  the  Regulations  coming  into  force,  and  the  public  meat 
supply  is  much  better  guarded  than  before,  one  case  in  point  is 
worthy  of  note  to  illustrate  this  point.  It  was  notified  to  me 
that  a cow  had  been  slaughtered  and  dressed  on  a farm  (this 
u'as  an  emergency  slaughter) . I made  an  inspection  and  found 
i^.  to  be  a case  of  “ Septic  Metritis  ” and  condemned  the  whole 
carcase  and  organs.  If  it  had  not  been  compulso^ry  to 
notifv  the  slaughter  of  this  animal  I may  never  have  heard  of 
it  and  the  carcase  mav  have  been  sold  for  human  consumption, 
an<l  as  this  condition  is  known  to  have'  been  the  cause  of  food 
poisoning  in  human  beings,  the  result  can  well  be  imagined  when 
it  is  realised  hoiw  many  people  it  would  require  to  consume  a 
carcase  of  beef. 

the  following  tablei  show  the  mimbor  of  cnimals  slaughtered 
during  the  nine  months  from  1st  April  to  81st  December.

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The  chief  diseases  encountered  are  tuberculosis,  cirrhosis  of 
the  liver  and  inflammatory  conditions,  and  all  condemned  meat 
is  disinfected  and  disposed  of  to  Skin  and  Fat  Merchants. 

Imder  the  Tuberculoisis  Order,  1925,  all  animals  suspected  of 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  have  to  be  notified  to  the  Police  and 
if  slaughtered,  notice  has  to  be  sent  to  the  Meat  Inspector  who 
lias  to  give  a written  authority  before  any  of  the  flesh  may  be 
used  for  human  consumption.
